The strip extended westward from 


the western boundary of the Cherokee 
nation, about thirty miles east of Jen- 
nings, to the Colorado and Xew Mexico 
border, including at one time, it is 
said, the famous No Man's Land, which 
is now divided into the counties of 
Cimarron. Texas, and Beaver. 


Chose Daughter for Race. 


The story o£ how Jennings was 


homesteaded and named is interesting, 
therefore, at this time, when tie twen- 
ty-second birthday of the town has 
just been observed. 


Joe Jennings had been a resident of

University of Pennsylvania Expedi- 


tion Discovers Mundurucus 


Indians' Home. 


Philadelphia, Pa,—The University 


of Pennsylvania's museum's Amazon 
expedition has forwarded an account 
of its discovery of the original habitat , 
cf the Mundurucus Indians, a little- j 
known tribe of savages who behead 
their enemies and then boil the heads. 


Dr. William C. Farabee is in. charge 


of the expedition, which, after wan- 
dering for months ta Brazilian wilds 
where white men never before had 
penetrated, is now in civilization 
again, for a time. 


Doctor Farabee passed a long time 


among- the savages, studying their 
language, their manners and customs, 
and making a vocabulary and writing 
down much of their folk lore.

War Fixes the Nation's Attention. 


The king's name should not be bandied about, 


is the declaration of an Italian writer, made ia 
the Tribuna. The marvels of activity, of courage, 
of abnegation, of heroic and smiling fatherliness 
shown by King Victor Emmanuel, says this writer, 
marvels constantly renewed and constantly ris- 
ing to heights unattained by others, have now be- 
come like the pure air one breathes and the pure 
sky one contemplates for the calming of fears 
and the exaltation of the spirit. It is impossible 
to succeed in giving adequate account of them 
and it is dangerous to weave a crown of anec- 
dotes 
Some might be led to form a mental picture

French writer, Mr. Jean Carrere, after describing 
the king's life in the field, dwells upon the de- 
gree to which Victor Emmanuel has become popu- 
lar with his army and his people. 


Before the war, he says, Victor Emmanuel was 


profoundly respected by all, admired by those who 
had the honor to approach him, beloved by those 
around him, but, perhaps, in the precise and 
broader sense of the word, he was not absolutely 
popular. This, be it.remarked, for reasons which 
are profoundly to the honor of the monarch. In 
order to be popular In the time of peace a sov- 
ereign must have certain external forms of ex- 
uberance, a certain predilection for pomp and 
show and, If one may adopted a modern term, a 
certain capacity for "bluff." All these were re- 
pugnant to the straightforward, sincere and to 
some extent democratic nature of the king of 
Italy. He would certainly never have consented 
to lend himself to any of those displays and 
theatricalities by which certain other sovereigns - 
loved to put themselves in evidence. 


This king, to whom the most captious critics 


could only reproach a certain want of military 
display, at once made the finest ot all displays 
shine around him, namely, that ot courage, ot 
royal love for the people and the army, of in- 
trepidity in the presence of danger, of kindness 
for the woes of the humble.

prestige which wars and great human crises 
cause to irradiate around the truly noble souls, 
irradiates now around Victor Emmanuel. He 
has proved today that ttte best means of be- 
ing a popular king in a great country is to show

British control, actually Socotra is 
inhabited by a mongrel race of Arabs, 
who live under their own laws, or 
lack of laws, and are kept in whole- 
some restraint only by the periodical 
visits of British warships. 


My informant was a colleague of 


the professor who had frequently per- 
formed valuable services for my gov- 
ernment. He confided to me that Doc- 
ior Fehmet's mission was for the pur- 
pose of making certain experiments 
which, if successful, were to be re- 
peated in Great Britain or India; and 
that these cNperiments were to be 
of a startling character. 


I telegraphed at once in cipher to 


the foreign office in London, and, 
within a few hours, received instruc-

"No matter where a man goes, he 


is not too old or ugly to find a sweet- 
heart," he said with a leer. 
"That 


man Mohammed, who brought up your 
baggt-ge, had agreed to buy her from 
her father. 
He was saving up for a 


flock of goats when I persuaded her 
father to let her work for me. I be- 
lieve Mohammed hates me on that 
account. It is a great happiness, Herr 
von Elsmer, to have ior a se'rvant a 
man who hates you and is afraid of 
you. 
Mohammed would kill me like 


a dog if he dared, but before 1 go it 
is I who am going to kill Mohamm3J 
like a dog. That is what I call the fas- 
cination of life—to feel yourself free 
from all restraint, to impose your will 
upon the slavish lesser minds, such 
as Mohammed's." 


I saw the Arab man, who' came in 


tc clear away the dishes, cast a Jance 
of malignant hate upon Fehmet, and 
it occurred to mo that, if anything 
went wrong with my plans, I might 
h'nd an unexpected ally there. 


He drank raki all that evening until 


bed-time. 
I took the precaution to

It was fascinating, an appalling com 
blnation. 


Presently he came close to me. "We 


are fighting England," he said, "anfi we 
shall show no more scruple than she 
has shown.

tion? Eh, Herr von Elsmer?"

the vinegar germ, an unknown which 
I call X, and—pneumonic plague. And 
these are toe successive transforma- 
tions of the original, benign coryza."
